It was exactly IT years ago that 
a young congressman from Wash­ 
ington state introduced a bill in 
tho House of Representatives pro­ 
viding for a national cancer re­ 
search conter. 
At the time he in­ 
troduced it there were howls of 
“ socialism** from many of his col­ 
leagues. 
Nevertheless, after a tough fight 
and with the help of Sen. Homer 
Bone, also of Washington and now 
U. S 
Court of Appeals judge in 
San Francisco, the bill finally pass­ 
ed. 
Last week the young man who 
introduced the bill. Sen. Warren 
Magnuson, now senior senator from 
Washington, went out to Bethesda, 
, Md., to inspect the National Insti­ 
tutes of Health which his bill had 
helped lo found in 1938. 
At that 
time. Congress was so niggardly 
that no money was available for 
the land, but finally Mrs. Julia Wil­ 
son, whose husband had died of 
cancer, donated a large amount of 
acreage and gradually the chief 
cancer research center of the na-' 
lion has been built. 
Today it not only handles cancer 
but is experimenting with heart 
and mental diseases, and has m an­ 
aged to keep alive for six years 
a child stricken 
with leukemia. 
Hitherto, leukemia, cancer of the 
blood, has been fatal. 
During his visit. Senator Mag­ 
neton asked Dr. John Heller, head 
of the National Cancer Institute, 
what progress they were making 
in discovering a cure for'cancer. 
“ We are closing in on it,” was 
Heifer’s cautious reply. 
He went 
on to tell how 120.000 women in 
Memphis had been examined for 
cancer and 695 cases discovered, 
20 per cent of whom were women 
under J9 years. 
“ If 
had enough money to 
make these examinations through- j 
out the country,” commented Mag­ 
nuson. “ think how many lives we 
could save! 
“ As a m atter of fact.” continu­ 
ed Magnuson, “ the cost of this en 
tire Health Institute over the years 
since we built it has been less than 
one destroyer. 
“ It isn't a happy thing to think 
about,” 
said the 
senator 
from ; 
Washington, “ but one out of every 
five people either have cancer or 
arc going to get it. 
Yet we seem 
to be afraid to appropriate money 
to fight m an’s most dread disease, 
Note—When Magnuson and Bone 
introduced the first cancer bill in 
1938, never before had the federal 
government appropriated money to 
aid human beings by medical re­ 
search 
Congress had appropriated 
money to fight Bang’s disease in 
cow- and hoof-and-mouth disease 
in sheep, hog- and cattle, but not 
a cent to combat human diseases.

With Ice Picks 


NEW YORK CP> — Two half 
brothers dueled to the death with 
ice picks Sunday before the eyes 
of their borified mother who long 
feared that their bitter feud would 
end in a violent, Cain and Abel 
death. 
Hundreds strolling in their East­ 
er finery stood dazed when they 
.-aw Amiello Russo, 45, the father 
of three children and president of 
an AFL plasterers union, slain in 
the bitter battle. 
Steve Romano. 20. Russo’s half 
brother, was hemmed in by the 
Brooklyn street audience as he 
stood over his brother s body, still 
holding a bloody ice pick. 
Romano, a presser, and his fa­ 
ther. John. 63, were arrested on 
homicide charges. 
Police said Ro­ 
mano’s father was held because ho 
gave his son the ice pick with 
which he killed his half-brother 
When Romano was seized by po­ 
lice. Russo's wife Rose. 37, follow­ 
ed by their three bewildered chil­ 
dren. rushed to the scene and 
threw herself across her husband s 
still form, crying, “Amiello, Amici 
lo.” 
The mother, Mrs. Marie Romano, 
75, watched the street tragedy from 
the ground floor window of their 
home. 
She had said repeatedly hor sons' 
fucd was “bound to lead to death 
of one of them.” 
The mortal clash was fought be­ 
cause of a long standing quarrel 
between the half brothers over title 
to the two family dwelling where 
the two families lived.
